OUTRAGE ON CONSUL AT

WOUNDED, TIED UP, AND TAKEN 
TO THE GENERAL'S YAMEN, 


The following telegram was reecived by 
a well-known firm in Hongkong yester~ 
day from their agent at Wuchow :—' 

“Last night a4 7 o'clock a British 
Constable interfered with the boat people

Thero may be a tendency, Ys terrible 
memories grow dim, to thank the great 
war for the blessings that have followed 
it. The old post Ave, propter hoe fallacy 
always shoves up its stupid head agaid, 
and brings to the fore another dangeruus 
fallacy, viz., that good and evil can be 
measured against one another as if they 
were items in a banking account. There 
are things for which “ compensation "is 
impossible. Take the folluwing subtrac- 
tion sum for cxample. 

From the agony caused hy the depor- 
tation and hidevus treatment-of women 
and children from occupied French and 
Belgian towns subtract the happines, of 
those towns when liberated by Allied 
troops. What is the remainder, joy or 
agony And how much remains? 

The queation lis obviously gibberish. 
Things of the spirit cannot be treated 
arithmetically. Therefore, let no one who 
valueg truth thank war in itself for the 
good that may follow it; following it 
Decause men will, perhaps, at las; have 
learnt its hatefuiness and the utter folly 
of trusting all they hold dear to its 
maniacal tribunal, One can learn & 
lesson from a horrible experience, but 
that ig no reason for bulstering up the 
causes of the horrible oxpericnce 

Suppose a group of families bad for 
centuries been trying to get tho better of 
one another, believing that such conduct 
showed a proper family f{celing; that 
the more (say) those stuck-up Browns 
were taken down, the higher one’s own 
little Smiths would rive in the world. 
And suppose that one family in parti- 
cular had taken this view so to heart 
as to have, gone mad with the lust of 
dominion; believing that a sacred end 
justified any atrocious means. Its neigh- 

urs would, for dear life, collect 
powder and dynamite and invent in- 
fernal machines ‘as a defence against 
their ierrible neighbour. The consequent 
crash having come, it would be likely, to 
occur to the tortured group that they 
had been living on a wrong system: 
‘that, after all, the question was worth 
considering whether fellow-humans might 
not work together inatcad of agninst one 
another; that the “ blood and thunder,” 
“ virile,” and ‘spirited’ idea had been 
given a fair trial, and that it was about 
time to try to behave in future ag if we 
really were human beings and not the 
inhabitants of a benrentiled 

The blessings that sould flow from such 
a radical chonge of spiritual orientation 
ought not, buwever, to be credited to the 
war, except in the sense that one might 
thank a precipice over which one had 
stupidly fallen for one's subsequent and 
most useful conviction that i, was idiotic 
to walk very near its ylippery edge with. 
out looking where one was going. One 
would not afterwards—if one were sane 

-go about praising precipices for the 
rest vf one’s life, 

Let us beware of the muddle-headed, 
lofty sentimentalising over the war now 
pouring forth in floods, for upon the 
ideag tha, we carry away from this con- 
flic, depends tho world's. future, 

We have seen what the worship of war 
leads to; do not let us continue the cult 
in a leas obvious form. If men—and 
women. -set their will to create safe- 
guarding institutions and machinery for 
promoting good-will between the peoples; 
if they used their brains on this problem 
with one quarter the ardour hitherto 

‘| devoted to mutual slaughter, we should 


have a new world. Prussia, among the ]- 


most powerful means to ber end, em- 
ployed that of education. We must do 
the same—in an opposite direction. 
Prussia taught her people the doctrine 
of blood and iron. We have seen that it 
doea not pay, even from the materialist 


poing of view of ita authors. We have |, 


J,ecen, moreover, that the spirit which 
Boeks to wring benefits fro the suffer- 
ing of tho relatively defenceless léhdg in 
the long run to disaster. Obviously that 
cwhich debases the human spirit, is bound,

men of old would have said; and Ole 
menceau, in bis heart of hearts, would 
not deny it, 

He ig a seer, but no dreamer. He saw 
and foresaw truly and well. In April, 
1908, he told Sir Edward Grey that Ger- 
many would one day attack France 
through Belgium and that Britain must 
have an Army ready to resist tho on- 
slaught. ‘ One hundred thousand men,” 
he added, “would be of little use ; 260,000 
men in Belgium within ten days, would 
help to stem tho tide; 600,000 would turn 
it back whence it came.

Disappointed at the polls, excited |y 
thy example of Germany, urged on by 
riots and tutinics and the rapid growtb 
of the revolutignary party, M. Troelstra 
threatened a coup d'etat. How he with 
drew at the Jast moment is well known 
What ig nut as well known is that the 
Clericols and Socialists are still left face 
to facu. Compromsc betwoen them is 
difficult. Any smaJj thing say cause the 
storm to burst afresh. This menace, as 
J] have already pointed out, is an addi- 
tional reason why the Dutch Government 
js not likely to prove obdura in the 
matter of the unpopular Kaiser if dealt 
with firmly by the utente. 

The economic rplations of Holand to 
Germany ticserve sume attention. It 18, 
of course, well known that the old 
régime o( Berlin made strenuous efforts 
to take advantage of the shortage of 
material during the war to tie up 
Holland's commercial fature. Yor in 
stance, coal and steel for shipbuilding 
wore only granted in exchange for crodit 
and for proniises in regard to the after: 
war ube of the tonnage concerned. — It 
is, perhaps, poy so well knewn that the 
new régrite attempled follow the same 
plan by reversing the methods. Iron and 
steel were promused nt rates which were 
extmaordinarily low considering — the 
present circumstancest The chaos ut pre- 
sent existing in Germany has prevented 
the execution of the plan up to the pre- 
sent; bug it provides an interesting side- 
light on the commercial ideag which till 
prevail in Germany. 

In this connection a little glraight-for 
ward propaganda on the part of our 
Governmeng would net come amiss, When 
the Germans have an economic agreement 
to negotiate with Holland they always 
pegin by educating the Dutch people. 
They cond articles to the Dutch Press 
explaining, for instance, how many men 
they bave to employ to send coal to 
Holland, how short they are themselves, 
etc. Thus criticism in Holland is based 
on knowledge of the German case. When 
an agreement with (he Allies is in ques- 
tion, the Dutch public knows nothing, the 
4iuthoritivs a, Tho Hague keeping their 
own counsel in order to have a free hand. 
The requisitioning of the Dutch ships is 
a glaring instance of this. The people 
jn Holland had a vague idoa that we 
offered ‘‘supplics’’ in exchange, but of 
the immense quantity and varied charac- 
ter of the supplics offered in exchange 
for ships the Dutch public were never 
told.

Dutch colonics are enormously 
rubber, tin, tobacco, tea, 
coffee, etc, und constitute one of the 
chicf sources of German supply not in 
the hands of the Entente. Are the autho.

Thousands of Germans 
have -congrogated in the Dutch colonics 
during tho war. It ig perfectly: well 
known that the Germans have al] sorts of 
schomes in band ‘to master the markets 
‘of theso islands, But, as the Dutch badly 
want a sbare of the grain, cotton, wool, 
and other supplies controlled by the 
Allied and Associated Governments, they 
ought to be proparcd to come to any 
agrooment concerning tho supp)ics they 
control.
